ANGLO-INTERNATIONAL BANK, LTD. 


The sixth ordinary general meeting of the Anglo-International 
Bank, Limited, was held, on February 23, at Winchester House, 
Old Broad Street, London, E.C 

The Chairman (General the Hon. Sir Herbert A. Lawrence, 
G.C.B.) being indisposed and unable to attend the meeting, His 
Excellency Peter Bark, G.C.V.O. (managing director), was 
elected to the chair. 

The Chairman, after referring to changes on the board and 
stating that they had recently added to it Sir Bertram Hornsby, 
C.B.E., said :— 

It was mentioned last year that, in view of the uncertain 
outlook, we had maintained a still higher percentage of liquidity 
than in previous years. This enabled us to repay deposits 
without difficulty, but naturally there has resulted a reduction, 
as can be seen from the accounts, in the items cash with bankers 
in London and cash in hand, money at call, balances with 
bankers abroad, bills receivable, British Government securities 
and Treasury bills. 

As regards bills receivable, I would mention that last year 
foreign government and State treasury bills and notes discounted 
were shown under this heading, which also included the portfolio 
of our former branches. In regard to those British Government 
securities which we have realised, such loss as has been sus- 
tained has been met to. the debit of profit and loss account. 
Foreign Government sterling bonds have been written down to 
the price ruling on the “pens market as at December 31, 1931. 

As regards investments in banking, industrial and other under- 
takings, which item stands at £358,000, as compared with 
£593,000 at the end of the previous year, we have written off 
our shareholding in the Oesterreichische Credit-Anstalt fir 
Handel und Gewerbe and have made provisions against the 
remainder of our investments in this category, of which £36,565 
is in Austria and Hungary. 

Turning to the liabilities side of the balance sheet, I would 
remark that in the item ‘‘ current, deposit, and other accounts, 
£1,202,000,’’ sight liabilities are under £500,000. This creditor 
item contains certain reserves, including the reserve for depre- 
ciation of investments. You will observe that the item accep- 
tances and guarantees for account of customers, which receives 
our constant and close attention, was reduced, during the year 
under review, by £672,000. 

I have now to refer only to the profit and loss account. The 
trading profit for the year, after charging losses on investments 
realised, but before making provision, out of profits, for doubt- 
ful debts and depreciation of investments still held, was £82,470. 
This amount, together with the balance brought forward from 
the previous year’s accounts, gives a total of £106,172.

Retail Trade Conditions (Page 250) 


The money value of sales in January showed a 
decrease of 5-6 per cent. as compared with January, 
1931, furniture providing the only main section to 
record an advance. The decline in stocks amounted 
to only 1-2 per cent. For the twelve months ended 
with last month the decline in sales was 4°9 per cent. ; 
in the first half of that period it was 4-2 per cent. 


Industrial Production in 1931 (Page 252) 

Industrial activity in the United Kingdom last year 
is estimated to have been 9°3 per cent. smaller than 
in 1930 and 16-2 per cent. smaller than in 1929, the 
index numbers for the three years being 93-7, 103-3 
and 111‘8 respectively. 


Foreign Wholesale Prices in 1931 (Page 253) 


As measured by changes in index numbers, whole- 
sale prices were lower on the average last year than 
in 1930 by 15-9 per cent. in Belgium, 14-9 per cent.

RETAIL TRADE IN JANUARY AND IN FEBRUARY—JANUARY 


COMPARISON OF 1931-2 WITH 1930-1 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint 
efforts of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distri- 
butors and the Bank of England, there is given, on the 
opposite page, a table showing the relation of sales in 
January, 1932, and in the twelve months ended 
January, 1932, to those in the corresponding periods 
a year earlier. These sales figures are compiled from 
the statistics of a number of departmental stores, 
retail co-operative societies and concerns operating 
multiple retail shops. In addition, figures are given 
comparing the value of the stocks held, and also the 
number of persons employed, at the end of January, 
1932, with those of a year earlier; these figures do not 
cover the co-operative stores. 


The money value of retail sales in January this year 
showed a decrease of 5-6 per cent. as compared with the 
previous January. This decline was slightly larger than 
that (5:2 per cent.) recorded for December. For the 
twelve months ended January, the decline was 4-9 per 
cent., or rather more than the decline (4-2 per cent.) for 
the six months ended July, indicating that the relative 
decrease was somewhat larger during the second than 
during the first half of the trade year. In what degree 
these decreases resulted from falling prices and from 
decreased volume of turnover respectively, the avail- 
able information is insufficient to determine. It is 








proposed in a subsequent article to comment in detail 
on some features of the year’s figures. 


As in previous months, the decrease in January was 
greater in London than in Great Britain as a whole, 
the decline for the Central and West End area being 

‘7 per cent. and that for the Suburban area 6:5 per 
cent. The decreases shown by the remaining districts 
were nearly identical, being 4-5 per cent. for Scotland 
and for the South of England and 4-9 per cent. for 
Wales and the North of England. 


Of the main categories of trade, furniture was the 
only section in which sales increased in value in com: 
parison with January, 1931, the rise amounting # 
1-4 per cent. An increase was recorded in this section 
for the three areas outside London, while for Central 
and West End London the sales were the same as 4 
year ago in money value. The percentage changes fur 
furniture have compared favourably with the average 
for other departments in every month since May, and 
increases were recorded in some months, the largest 
being in June (68 per cent.). Moreover, the average 
decline for February, 1931—January, 1982, was smaller 
in this than in any other main category. It should, 
however, be noted in this connection that for the six 
months ended January, 1930, furniture was the depart-

It will be seen from the above table that the down- 
ward trend in the volume of production, as measured 
by the index number for manufacturing industries, 
continued throughout 1930 and the first nine months 
of 1931, but an improvement was recorded in the last 
quarter of that year. In 1928 and 1929 the December 
quarter showed a recovery, after the diminished activity 
of the September quarter, of 7°7 and 2:3 per cent. 
respectively, while comparing the December and 
September quarters of 1931 the recovery represented 
7-4 per cent. No similar recovery occurred in the last 
quarter of 1930, the general downward tendency cut- 
weighing the seasonal upward movement in that year. 

Comparing the figures for the complete year 1931 
with those for 1930, the most important decreases are 
shown in the iron and steel and engineering and ship- 
building groups; there were increases in the production 
of gas and of electricity. 

The output of coal was about 10 per cent. smaller 
in 1931 than in 1930, while the index number for the 
iron and steel group shows a fall of nearly 26 per cent. 
The engineering and shipbuilding group shows a 
decline of 184 per cent., the depression in shipbuilding 
and marine engineering being continuous and pro- 
gressive throughout the last two years. Activity in 
non-ferrous metals, compared with a year earlier, 
shows a decrease of 16 per cent. The textile trades as 
a whole showed a decline of about 3 per cent., com- 
paring 1931 with 1930, but there was a substantial 
improvement in the production of each industry in- 
cluded in the group (except silk) in the December 
quarter of last year, as compared with the output in 
any of the preceding three quarters. The index for 
food, drink and tobacco records a decrease of 1:3 per 
cent. in 1931 as compared with 1930, the increased 
activity in grain milling being offset by the lower pro- 
duction of beer and of spirits. The chemical and allied 
trades group showed a decrease of about 7} per cent. 
The output of boots and shoes was somewhat smaller 
in 1981 than in 1930, and the index for leather was 
about 5 per cent. lower for 1931 than that for the 
previous year. 

A comparison of the index numbers for the December 
quarter of 1931 with those for the September quarter 
shows noticeable increases for the textile trades group 
(26°7 per cent.), for the iron and steel group (17-4 per 
cent.), and for coal production (13-1 per cent.), of which 
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some part was seasonal, while a decrease was recorded 
for the food, drink and tobacco group (4°6 per cent.). 

In order to publish the results as early as possible, it 
has been necessary to include certain provisional figures 
for the last quarter covered by the calculation. It is 
not, however, anticipated that the replacement of these 
provisional figures, when definitive data become avail- 
able, will materially alter the index numbers for the 
various groups, and any revision that may be necessary 
will be made when the figures for the following quarter 
are published. The net result of revisions in the figures 
for the September quarter has been to lower the general 
index for that quarter by 0:3 per cent. 

The method of calculation of the index and the scope 
of the figures were fully explained in the ‘* B.T.J.” 
of February 21, 1929 (pages 253-4). The sections of 
industry which are covered by the information at 
present received represent about 90 per cent. of the 
total activity of the groups of industry set out in the 
table, and more than two-thirds of the total manu- 
facturing and mining activity of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, as ascertained in the 1924 census of 
production. Of the branches of trade not covered by 
the data summarised in the table, the most important 
are the building and contracting trades (with the excep- 
tion of the output of cement and tiles, for which part- 
culars are included in the general index), the clothing 
trade (other than boots and shoes), and public utility 
services other than gas and electricity. 


COMPARISON WITH GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES 


The index of manufacturing production for the 
United Kingdom, as estimated for the fourth quarter 
of 1931, shows a decrease of 1:3 per cent. compared 
with that for the fourth quarter of 1980, and the index 
for the year 1931 shows a decrease of 9-0 per cent. com- 
pared with that for the year 1930. The index prepared 
by the Institut fiir Konjunkturforschung for Germany 
(including coal mining) shows decreases of 17:2 pet 
cent. and 17:5 per cent. respectively, on comparison 
of the same two periods. The index of manufacturing 
production compiled by the Federal Reserve Board for 
the United States shows a reduction of approximately 
16 per cent. both in the comparison of the final quarter 
of 1931 with the corresponding quarter of 1930 and i 
the comparison of the complete years 1931 and 1930 
(final figures for December, 1931, are not yet to hand).

June. ‘Textiles had a dearer tendency in the earlier 
months of 1931, but thereafter prices declined, 
although somewhat higher averages were recorded in 
June and October. A comparison of the average prices 
of 1931 with those for 1930 shows that, on the 
average, minerals and metals were cheaper by 24-8 per 
cent., textiles by 33-4 per cent., and the commodities 
in the miscelaneous group by 19°8 per cent. 


The further re-grouping of the commodities used in 
the index number according to their origin, whether 
national or imported, shows that while the average 
prices for national products were lower in 1931 than in 
1930 by 10°8 per cent., those for imported products 
were lower by 24-9 per cent. From the end of 1930 to 
the end of 1931 national products declined by 16-6 per 
cent., and imported products by 18-3 per cent. 


GERMANY 


From December, 1930, to December, 1931, the index 
figure for agricultural produce declined by 14-4 per 
eent. In continuation of an advance which was 
observed at the close of 1930, prices for vegetable 
foodstuffs and of feeding stuffs for animals rose in the 
first five months of 1931 and in May were, on the 
average, higher than in any month of the previous 
year. Prices in these groups subsequently declined, 
but some reaction occurred in the December quarter. 
The trend of prices for meat and cattle, and for food- 
stuffs of animal origin, on the other hand, was down- 
wards in the first half of 1931, but in June the index 
for the latter group advanced, the movement con- 
tinuing until September. A similar movement in 
meat and cattle prices was of shorter duration, in- 
creases being recorded in July and August only. On 
balance, cattle and meat were cheaper in December, 
1931, as compared with a year earlier, by 34°5 per 
cent., and foodstuffs of animal origin by 20°1 per cent. 
Vegetable foodstuffs showed a net increase of price 
amounting to 1:3 per cent. and feeding stuffs for 
animals to 2°7 per cent. 


The index numbers are those published in ‘‘ Wirt- 
schaft und Statistik ’’ on the basis of the official 
monthly averages. 
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A continuous decline in the index for industrial 
materials and semi-finished goods during 1931 was 
broken only by a slight rise of the index in the middle 
of the year. This rise was shown principally in the 
movement of coal prices, which, under the control of 
the syndicates, rose steadily from June to October; in 
addition, oils and fats were markedly dearer in June 
and July than in preceding months, and there were 
some reactions in July to marked falls in June in a 
number of other groups. The net reduction of prices 
between December, 1930, and December, 1931, of 
industrial materials and semi-finished goods amounted 
to 12:2 per cent. There was a decline throughout the 
year in the quarterly averages in all groups except coal 
and oils. Textiles, on balance, became dearer in Feb- 
ruary and March. Artificial fertilisers, which in 1930 
had been rising since August, were still dearer in 
January and February; in the following months, how- 
ever, prices declined except for some slight recovery 
in September and October. Only in the case of the 
chemicals group was the decline of the index figure 
during 1931 continuous, while in the remaining groups, 
to which no reference has been made, the few instances 
of advances of the index figures call for no comment. 
The extent of the average reductions of prices in the 
various groups between December, 1930, and Decem- 
ber, 1931, is indicated by the following percentages :— 
Rubber, 49°6; skins and leather, 30°6; non-ferrous 
metals, 25-2; textiles, 20-6; iron and steel, 12°9; artifi- 
cial fertilisers, 125; paper-making materials, 123; 
building materials, 12-0; chemicals, 6°9; oils and fats, 
6°8; and coal, 0°1. 

The index figure for prices of industrial finished 
goods declined by 8°7 per cent. between December, 
1930, and December, 1931, the downward movement 
during the year being without check. The prices of 
producers’ goods (agricultural and industrial equlp- 
ment) included under this heading fell, on the average, 
by 5°5 per cent., while those for consumers’ goods 
(nousehold furnishings and clothing) declined y 
11-0 per cent.

During the first six months of 1931 prices of foodstuffs 
moved irregularly, but a somewhat dearer tendency 
was observed in the second quarter. Prices subse- 
quently declined, the downward movement being 
checked only by a slight rise in October. Foodstuffs 
were cheaper in December, 1931, than in December, 
1930, by 9-4 per cent. and cheaper in 1931 than in 
1930 by an average of 13-4 per cent. 

Among industrial materials there were few features 
of significance other than the general decline in all 
groups. Only the groups of chemical fertilisers and of 
building materials, however, showed a continuous de- 
cline. The groups of resinous products and of coal 
tar and derivatives alone showed any pronounced up- 
ward movement of prices during the year. Prices of 
resinous products rose quickly in the first six months; 
subsequently, apart from an advance in August, prices 
declined heavily until November, when a_ sharp 
advance was shown. Between April and August coal 
tar and derivatives became steadily dearer; in Septem- 
ber the index for the group fell, but some recovery of 
prices was indicated in October. Textiles had a dearer 
tendency in February and March, and again in June 
and July. No change was indicated in the prices of the 
items included in the glass group between February 
and December, the index number remaining un- 
changed. The variations in the net reductions of 
prices in the various groups between December, 1930, 
and December, 1931, are indicated by the following 
percentages :—Rubber, 44:6; tobacco, 35°7; chemical 
fertilisers, 82-1; fats, 25-4; paper, 21-3; metallurgical 
products, 21-2; skins and leather, 20-9; textiles, 16-8; 
chemicals, 15-2; fuel, 18-6; building materials, 12-8; 
petroleum and derivatives, 9°7; glass, 4:3; resinous 
products, 4-1; coal tar and derivatives, 2-9; and pottery, 
08. Comparing the average prices of 1981 with those 
for 1930, rubber was cheaper by nearly 50 per cent., 
while net reductions of between 20 and 30 per cent. 
were shown for metallurgical products, fats, textiles, 
tobacco, and paper; of between 10 and 20 per cent. for 
fuel, coal tar and derivatives, chemical fertilisers and 
skins and leather; and of under 10 per cent. for chemi- 
cals, building materials, petroleum and derivatives, 
pottery, resinous products, and glass. 


ITALY 


As indicated by the movements of the index number, 
prices of foods were subject to considerable variations 
during 1981. After cheapening in January and 
February, foods became dearer in the two following 
months. A further decline followed, but from August 
to October prices were rising. This movement was 
largely influenced by the course of prices in the group of 
Vegetable foodstuffs; further support was given by 
animal foodstuffs in August and October when advances 
Were recorded. With these exceptions, and a small 
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rise in December, the index figure for the group of 
animal foodstuffs declined throughout 1931. Vegetable 
foodstuffs were dearer in December, 1931, than in 
December, 1930, by 3-7 per cent., while animal food- 
stuffs were cheaper by 16:0 per cent.; foods as a whole 
were cheaper by 4:4 per cent. Comparing the average 
prices of 1931 with those of a year earlier, it will 
be seen that vegetable foodstuffs were cheaper by 9-6 
per cent. and animal foodstuffs by 16:2 per cent.; food 
prices considered together were lower, on the average, 
by 12-2 per cent.

The decline in the prices of raw materials during 
1931 was broken by advances in the index number in 
March and again in October and November. Semi- 
finished goods had a dearer tendency in July only. 
Finished goods, after falling without check in the first 
nine months of the year, advanced in October, the 
position in December being about the same. A com- 
parison of the prices in December, 1931, with those a 
year earlier shows that raw materials were cheaper by 
12-8 per cent., semi-finished goods by 12-2 per cent., 
and finished goods by 6-0 per cent.; the average prices 
of 1931 were lower than those of 1930 by 19-1 per cent., 
15-1 per cent., and 8-5 per cent. respectively. 

Among the groups of industrial materials, textiles 
tended to become dearer in February and March, and 
again in June and July. The index figure for the 
minerals and metals group advanced in July and 
August, a further check to the general decline being re- 
corded also in October. In the case of building 
materials, the downward movement was arrested in 
November only, and for chemical products in October 
only, when slight increases of prices were indicated. 
The index for the group of miscellaneous vegetable pro- 
ducts showed advances from February to April, and 
from August to the end of the year, except for a fall 
in September. An advance in the December quarter 
was also shown for the group of miscellaneous indus- 
trial products in addition to single advances in March 
and July. The following were the average percentage 
reductions of prices between December, 1930, and 
December, 1931:—Building materials, 16-6; textiles, 
14:7; minerals and metals, 14:3; miscellaneous indus- 
trial products, 8-5; and chemical products, 7-3.. Miscel- 
laneous vegetable products show a net increase of 6-4 
per cent. A comparison of the average prices of 1931 
with those for the year previous shows the following 
percentage reductions :—Textiles, 21:7; miscellaneous 
vegetable products, 18-3; minerals and metals, 15-6; 
building materials, 13-3; chemical products, 10-7; and 
miscellaneous industrial products, 10-4.

Between December, 1930, and December, 1931, 
prices of foods declined by 16-7 per cent., a continuous 
fall being interrupted by a slight recovery of prices in 
July and August. As compared with the average prices 
of 1930, those for 1931 were lower on the average by 
18-2 per cent. 

Prices of raw materials declined throughout 1981. 
Semi-manufactured articles resisted the downward 
movement only in July, when the index showed a small 
advance. Prices of finished products appeared to be 
well maintained in the third quarter at about the June 
level, but in the last quarter of the year the decline 
was resumed. From the end of 1930 to the end of 
1931, raw materials showed a net reduction of prices 
which amounted to 18-9 per cent., semi-manufactured 
articles to 16-3 per cent., and finished products to 13°3 
per cent. A comparison of the average prices of 1931 
with those for the previous year in each of these groups 
shows that there were average decreases of 22-4 per 
cent., 17-0 per cent., and 14-7 per cent., respectively. 

Among the constituent groups, there were few 
features to relieve the general decline of prices. The 
most important was the upward movement shown by 
the fuel and lighting group from July tou November. 
Prices of hides and leather products maintained their 
March position in April and May, and displayed a rising 
tendency in June and July. In November the con- 
tinuous decline recorded during the year for the group 
of chemicals and drugs was arrested by an advance of 
the index to about the September level, a position which 
was maintained in December. 

The average percentage reductions of prices in the 
various groups between December, 1980, and Decem- 
ber, 1931, were as follows:—Textile products, 18-2; 
miscellaneous, 14-9; building materials, 13-1; hides and 
leather products, 12°9; chemicals and drugs, 11:9; 
house-furnishing goods, 11:3; fuel and lighting, 9-8; and 
metals and metal products, 4:7. Comparing the average 
prices of 1931 with those for 1930, the following are the 
average percentage reductions :—Textile products, 19-2; 
fuel and lighting, 16°7; miscellaneous, 16-6; hides and 
leather products, 14:1; building materials, 14:1; 
chemicals and drugs, 12-1; house-furnishing goods, 8-7; 
and metals and metal products, 8-1.

MOROCCO 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 
I. THE FRENCH ZONE 


It is not claimed that during the period with which 
the *Report on Morocco deals in the main (October, 
1930 to September, 1931) the French Zone was un- 
affected by the world-wide economic depression, writes 
H.M. Consul-General and Vice-Consul at Rabat mm 
their joint Report on that Zone. 

As a primarily agricultural country it was un- 
doubtedly affected very gravely, but it claims to have 
been less hard hit than many other countries. The 
general situation seems to be improving. The 1981 
harvest was fairly good. Drought and locusts have 
done less damage than in recent years. Thanks to the 
quota allowed by France for imports from Morocco 
agricultural prices have been fair. The country is 
therefore recovering a little of its purchasing power. 

All the same, the general development of the French 
Zone has perforce suffered a serious, if temporary, 
check. Progress depends largely on the execution of 
public works for irrigation, grain storage and so forth, 
but now that revenue no longer exceeds normal expen- 
diture by a handsome surplus public money for further 
development works is less readily available than here- 
tofore. The economic development of the zone is but 
half accomplished. When conditions are easier it will 
doubtless be continued at the former astonishing 
speed. For the moment it is satisfactory that quiet 
progress with the more essential works is still possible. 


REASONS FOR OPTIMISM 


The adverse foreign trade balance for 1980—some 
£12 million on a total foreign trade of about £2 
million (at 124 francs to the £) naturally caused mis- 
givings. It has been reassuring, however, to see firstly 
that private capital has continued to come into the 
country, even if not at the previous sensational rate, 
and, secondly, that building has continued almost un- 
abated. Further consolation is derived from the 
reflection that much of the imports represent various 
sorts of economic equipment for the country. The 
vast majority of the population being native agricul- 
turists, so long as climatic conditions are normal, 
have enough for subsistence, if not for prosperity. The

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town population, on the other hand, depends more on 
, general improvement in world conditions and on a 
resultant activity in local business. While, therefore, 
sgriculture, industry and business are for the moment 
passing through a difficult phase, the potentialities. of 
the zone are sound, and under the prudent policy 
followed in finance and general administration a return 
of the country to prosperity should come as soon as 
trade throughout the world improves. 


TRADE OUTLOOK 


Though statistics for the earlier part of 1931 do not 
show any marked all-round improvement, better times 
seem to be beginning and a feeling of confidence exists. 
There has been a fair harvest and comparatively little 
damage has been caused this year by drought or 
locusts. The debts incurred by colonists owing to 
previous bad seasons have not yet all been wiped out 
in spite of State assistance. HKuropean tastes continue 
to develop, and the power to purchase should increase. 
The crisis through which Morocco has been passing in 
common with other countries represents delay in 
development rather than decay. The future of the 
ountry depends, however, largely on an improvement 
in the market for the principal goods which Morocco 
has to offer. 

Under present conditions of the market for manufac- 
tured goods in Morocco, quality is not the principal 
consideration. Price and methods of payment must be 
considered in times of crisis. Only by careful study of 
local conditions and requirements can any recovery be 
made in staple imports or progress in new lines. 


Imports—TueE Britisno SHARE 


The United Kingdom’s share of the total trade in 
1930 was only 8-7 per cent. ; in 1929 it was 9-2 per cent. 
France, Spain, the United States and Belgium in- 
creased their share. There is need for more energetic 
measures if markets in staple products are to be recap- 
tured. There are also growing new markets which have 
not been exploited by British manufacturers. In the 
last Report (for 1928-29) attention was called to the 
mall British share of building requisites, engineers’ 
supplies and agricultural machinery. Port construc- 
tion, irrigation works, electrical schemes, road making, 
and private building enterprise continue, and the de- 
mand for cement, constructional iron and steel and 
general equipment for the most part is supplied from 
Europe. The United Kingdom’s share is lamentably 
small in motor engines, hydraulic machinery, printing 
machinery, agricultural tractors, gas and oil engines, 
dynamos and spare parts, British motor cycles continue 
to make some headway, but British motor cars are 
French makers 
have been allowed to get most of the trade in wireless 
ipparatus, which is slowly growing in importance. 
_The general trade in goods for native consumption 
8 bound to increase under the present settled condi- 
lions. Native taste calls for more European goods under 
the French intensive and scientific development of the 
country. United Kingdom firms should watch develop- 
ments and participate in the growing market. Openings 
‘ist for trade in haberdashery, fancy goods, cheap 
clothing, boots and shoes, confectionery, cheap 
lewellery, headgear, provisions and furniture, and in 
mall builders’ fittings. The only hope, however, of 
obtaining a bigger share is in the output of goods at 
competitive prices. Expansion is possible in lines 
hitherto neglected and development should be possible 
i requirements for building trades, marine and allied 
trades, general engineering requisites, domestic appli- 
ances, and in chemicals and pharmaceutical and toilet 
Preparations. 


II. THE SPANISH ZONE 


Since its final pacification less than four years ago 
tle economic state of the Spanish Zone of Morocco has 
‘en almost wholly artificial, states H.M. Consul at 
étuan. The Spanish Government has spent large sums 
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on public works to open up this naturally poor area and 
adapt it from primitive to modern conditions, but there 
has been no spontaneous colonisation or development on 
the part of private persons, pioneers, firms or finan- 
ciers. In fact, there are practically no colonists in the 
whole Zone. It is the Spanish Treasury, almost alone, 
that has put money into the place. 

Very little has actually been done to develop natural 
resources. Beyond some mining in the Melilla area, 
industries are practically non-existent, and agriculture 
is in a most primitive state. Foreign financiers have 
not been attracted to Spanish Morocco, and immigra- 
tion during the year under review has completely 
ceased. Considerable numbers of Spanish residents and 
labourers and, most significant fact, a number of old- 
established Jewish merchants, have begun to emigrate 
to French Morocco, which in the Spanish Zone is being 
more and more regarded as an Eldorado. Considerable 
numbers of Spanish labourers have returned, and been 
repatriated to Spain. For lack of occupation in Spanish 
territory large numbers of Riff tribesmen go annually to 
Algeria to work as harvesters. 

Economic conditions during the past year have taken 
a turn for the worse. The army of occupation has been 
reduced by at least five thousand men, and further re- 
ductions are expected. The change of regime and events 
in Spain have had repercussions in Spanish Morocco, 
and the fall of the peseta has restricted its purchas- 
ing capacity and hindered current operations. Finally, 
it is the declared intention of the Republican Govern- 
ment to cut down expenses in Morocco to a minimum 
and by drastic economies in all directions to reduce its 
disbursements there by a sum approximating to some 
forty million pesetas a year. Public works must 
necessarily be largely curtailed and left in a state of 
arrested development. It is clear that the general situa- 
tion cannot be viewed with optimism and that the 
prospects of trading with Spanish Morocco are poor. 


III. THE TANGIER ZONE 


During 1930 and still more so in 1931 the shrinkage 
in the volume of trade passing through Tangier gave 
rise to much anxiety, writes H.M. Consul at Tangier. 
As will be inferred from the apparent adverse trade 
balance, averaging, over the last four years, some 90 
million francs per annum, the bulk of the trade of 
Tangier has been an entrepot trade with the two neigh- 
bouring zones, while the tourist traffic, which is every 
year becoming of greater value to Tangier, represents 
an invisible export which also tends to reduce this 
figure. 

Unfortunately it is impossible to estimate the 
amount of money spent in Tangier by tourists or to 
ascertain the value of merchandise re-exported from 
Tangier to the neighbouring zones. There is, however, 
good reason to believe that Tangier’s entrepdt trade is 
diminishing considerably while the value of the tourist 
industry is increasing, but not at a rate sufficient to 
compensate for this loss. 


Imports—THE BRITISH SHARE 


The total value of imports into Tangier in the years 
1928, 1929 and 1930 amounted to 128-6, 184-5 and 
115-5 million franes respectively, while for the first six 
months of 1931 it was 52-6 million frs. Taking this 
figure as a basis, the total value of imports for 1931 
would show a further drop as compared with 1930 of 
approximately 10 million francs. 

Imports from the United Kingdom and Gibraltar 
increased by 2 per cent. in each of the years 1929 and 
1930 from 7 per cent. in 1928 to 11 per cent. in 1930. 
The increase in the last-mentioned year, however, was 
attributable to importations on account of the construc- 
tion by a British company of a large new hotel. These 
alone amounted to approximately 3 million francs, 
equivalent to 25 per cent. of British trade and 2-5 per 
cent. of the total import trade. If the necessary 
adjustment is made in the percentage of total trade 
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represented by the British share in order to discount 
this special factor the percentage figures will show a 
fall in 1930 as compared with 1929 of 0-5 per cent. of 
the total trade to a figure of 8-5 per cent. Provisional 
figures available show that this has further fallen to 
7-4 per cent. in the first six months of 1931. 


The following important commodities imported from 
the United Kingdom and Gibraltar in 1930 showed a 
gain in value over the corresponding figures for 1929— 
hardware, machinery, soap, tobacco, flour and semo- 
lina, coffee, chemicals and drugs. The increase in im- 
ports of machinery can probably be accounted for 
entirely by the construction of the new hotel men- 
tioned, which installed its own electric light plant and 
oil-burning boilers. In the same year the following 
commodities showed a decrease in value—mineral oil, 
cotton goods, woollen goods, vegetable oil, coal, iron 
and steel, and groceries.

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Johannesburg has re- 
ported that it is proposed to hold an Empire Shopping 
Week in Johannesburg from March 21 to coincide with 
the Witwatersrand Agricultural Society’s Show in that 
town. 


The scheme has secured the cordial support of the 
Johannesburg Municipality, the Chamber of Mines, the 
British Manufacturers’ Representatives’ Association of 
South Africa and leading members of the business 
community. The South African Chamber of Industries 
is also interested. 


The Trade Commissioner states that several of the 
local representatives of United Kingdom manufacturers 


have expressed their intention of asking their principals 


for authority to give financial support to the campaign 
and to insert special advertisements in the local press; 


and of suggesting to the United Kingdom firms that 


any available show cards emphasising the fact that 
their manufactures are Empire goods should be sent 
forthwith for use in the retail stores. 


It is suggested that any United Kingdom firms 


interested in the South African market who may decide 
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to lend support to the campaign should communicate 
without delay with their agents in the Union. Owing 
to the shortness of the time available before the open. 
ing of the Week, firms in the United Kingdom who are 
prepared to participate and to subscribe towards the 
funds of the campaign will have to send instructions to 
their local agents by telegram. Any suitable advertis. 
ing and display material should be forwarded by the 
first available mail boat, but in view of the urgency of 
the matter only material ready for instant dispatch 
would arrive in time. On the other hand, United 
Kingdom firms could, if desired, telegraph authority 
to their representatives to prepare some additional 
display material locally.

CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN SPAIN 


The Commercial Secretary to the British Embassy 
at Madrid has transmitted a translation of a Decree, 
dated January 20, published in the Madrid Gazette 
of January 31, which is a slight alleviation of the con- 
ditions regarding the purchase and sale of foreign 
exchange in Spain. 

The alleviation consists in the fact that banking 
houses may compensate their own purchases and sales 
each day, whereas hitherto each single transaction had 
to be passed through the Centre for Foreign Exchange 
operations. 

Save in so far as the present Decree provides, the 
provisions of the Decree of May 29, 1931, remain valid.

WELFARE COMMITTEE’S TENTH 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of the 
Tenth Annual Report of the Miners’ Welfare Committee on 
the administration of the Miners’ Welfare Fund. The 
Report not only deals, as usual, with progress in the past 
year, but also reviews briefly the work done in the second 
statutory period of the Fund, i.e., the five years commencing 
January, 1927. 


MINERS’ 


In 1931 the Miners’ Welfare Committee made 991 alloca- 
tions from the Fund, to the total amount of £1,147,905. Of 
this total, £89,994 was allocated from the general fund for 
developments under the heads of research and education, 
£528,009 from the baths fund for the erection of pithead 
baths under the Mining Industry Act, 1926, and £521,236 
from the district funds on the recommendation of the Dis- 
trict Welfare Committees for such local schemes as recrea- 
tion and sports grounds, institutes and halls, swimming 
baths, hospitals, convalescent homes and other health 
schemes, canteens at pithead, baths and various educational 
purposes. Some typical examples of these projects are 
described briefly in the Report. 


The Appendices to the Report contain the usual statis- 
tical tables and financial statements, with photographs, plans 
and descriptive matter illustrating points of special interest. 
In addition there is an index covering all the ten Reports 
issued by the Committee. 


With the Report is also published the Fifth Report of the 
Scholarship Selection Committee, which describes the results 
of the fifth year’s competition by miners and the sons and 
daughters of miners for university scholarships. Fifteen 
scholarships were awarded as a result of the competition, 
including one for post-graduate work.

pared with £3,846,000 in October, and £6,037,000 in the 
corresponding month of 1930. November, 1931, imports 
were approximately only 30 per cent. of the average total 
value of imports during the month of November in the ten- 


year period, 1921-30. 


During the five months ended November 30, 1931, imports 
were £17,804,000, as compared with £33,339,000 during the 


corresponding period of the previous year. 


Merchandise 


imports were in value only 53 per cent. of those in the same 
five months of 1930; the machinery group 28 per cent. ; 
fancy goods, 35 per cent.; manufactured metals, 36 per 
cent.; alcoholic liquors, 38 per cent.; earthenware, 42 per 


cent.; oils, 47 per cent.; and apparel, 51 per cent. 


The 


principal items which showed the greatest decline, with the 
percentages of the corresponding values in 1930, were:— 
Motor cars, 17 per cent.; electric machinery, 27 per cent. ; 
kerosene, 40 per cent.; iron and steel, 40 per cent.; 
petroleum, 41 per cent.; fertilisers, 42 per cent.; carpets, 
42 per cent.; tea, 47 per cent.; and corn sacks, 48 per cent. 


When compared with the corresponding period of 1930 
imports of the following items increased, viz. :—Kinemato- 
graph films, £243,150 (£85,668); dyes, £83,233 (£53,342) ; 
sodium salts, £105,132 (£83,379); rubber thread, £106,658 
(£96,684) ; and gold, £187,013 (£112,718). 


Export TRADE 


Exports (valued in Australian currency) during November 
last were valued at £10,614,000 as compared with £9,905,000 


in October. 


This increase during November of 7 per cent. 


above October exports was consistent with the average in- 
crease experienced in November during the last ten years, 
but the total value of exports for November, 1931, even 
when measured in Australian currency is about 20 per 


cent. less than the average for the ten-year period. 


For the five months ended November 30, 1931, exports of 
merchandise totalled £35,310,603 and were nominally in 
excess of the exports of £34,564,766 in the corresponding 


five months of the previous year. 


Exports of bullion and 


specie amounted to £3,212,594, and were considerably less 
than the £7,250,785 shipped overseas in the corresponding

period of 1930. The October and November figures fo; 
exports of gold are provisional only and may be increaseg 
by £100,000 in both months on revised values. 


Exports of the following commodities increased nominally 
during the first five months of the fiscal year, as compared 
with the total values exported during the same period of 
1930, viz.:—Butter, £3,758,534 (the 1930 exports were 
£2,454,822); wheat and flour together, £4,955,a% 
(£4,838,334); sugar, £1,719,939 (£1,382,317); lamb, 
£1,551,283 (£706,536); mutton, £547,630 (£193,456) ; furreg 
skins, £855,852 (£759,587) ; and tallow, £355,397 (£250,780), 
On the other hand, the following items declined, viz,:— 
Wool, £12,637,848 (£12,906,527); sheepskins, £653,319 
(£1,196,829); hides, £144,286 (£385,308); dried fruits, 
£386,672 (£849,189), owing to a small carry-over from las} 
season; lead, silver, and silver lead ore together, £816,018 
(£1,216,120); and timber, £195,793 (£353,890). 


The volume of exports in the first five months of the fisca] 
year was appreciably greater than for the corresponding 
months of 1930; the value was only slightly greater ; so that 
export prices in Australian currency have not quite been 
maintained even with the depreciation both of the 
Australian £ relative to sterling, and of sterling relative to 
gold. 


BatANCE OF TRADE 


The comparison of export values with those of previous 
periods is complicated by the varying value of the Australian 
£ in relation to sterling and to gold. The most useful com. 
parison is probably in sterling, because Australian overseg 
interest is nearly all paid in sterling and imports are by law 
valued in sterling, though it is not quite certain that this is 
effectively carried out in practice. The following table gives 
the data for comparison :—

Valued in sterling, November exports of merchandise are 
£580,000 down, and for the five months have decreased from 
£32 million to £27 million. As the quantities are somewhat 
greater in 1931, it follows that the sterling prices of Aus 
tralian exports were on the average about 20 per cent. 
lower than in the corresponding period of 1930. 


On the other hand, imports for the five months (July- 
November, 1931) were down, from £33-2 million to £174 
million, so that the adverse trade balance of nearly #1 
million in July-November, 1930, has been’ converted into 4 
favourable balance of £9-4 million. To this may fairly be 
added about £1 million of gold produced in the first five 
months of the fiscal year and included in the gold shipments. 


The favourable balance for the whole of 1930-31 on com- 
modities (including gold produced) was nearly £18 million 
sterling, although there was an adverse balance for the first 
five months. It is not expected that the position will con 
tinue to improve at the rate of the first five months, because 
in the second part of the last financial year imports were 
cut down to and even below the present level. But, if the 
improvement already gained can be maintained, the year 
will end with a favourable balance of £28 million, which 's 
just sufficient to meet the total interest obligations overseas 
for 1931-32. 


It is, however, considered doubtful whether, in the remait- 
ing seven months of the financial year, it will be possible to 
achieve as favourable a balance of trade as in the core 
sponding period of last year. It depends chiefly on the level 
of export prices.

RAINFALL 


Calcutta, February 22.—During the week ended Febru- 


ary 21 rainfall was general in Bihar, East Central India, 


Chota Nagpur and Orissa on one day; there were few and 


local falls elsewhere. 


Crop ConpDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, February 13.—No rain has fallen. The condition 
of standing crops is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, February 15.—Light rain has fallen in 
Patna, Darbhanga, Purnea, Ranchi and parts of Bhagalpur. 
Standing crops, including sugarcane, are in good condition. 
Rabi sowings have suffered from want of rain in Champaran. 

Punjab, February 15.—Except in Mianwali, rain has fallen 
with a maximum of 1-82 and a minimum of 0-02; more rain 
is needed. The condition of standing crops is average to 
good in irrigated areas, and below average in unirrigated 
areas. Insects are damaging grains in Mianwali. 


United Provinces, February 13.—Except for a few showers 
in fourteen districts, no rain has fallen. Standing crops are 


fair, except in unirrigated tracts. Prospects are favourable 
in irrigated areas. 

Central Provinces, February 15.—The weather has been 
clear and occasionally cloudy. The condition of standing 
crops is good, although they have suffered somewhat from 
the absence of winter rain. Some damage has been done 
to rabi sowings in the Berar districts. 


Bengal, February 17.—Light and scattered rain has im- 


proved the prospects of standing crops and facilitated land 
operations for jute and paddy. The transplantation of 
summer rice is progressing. 

Assam, February 22.—The weather has been seasonable. 
The outturn and prospects are fair.

Calcutta, February 19.—The Indian Commercial Intelli- 


gence Department’s Final All-India Cotton Forecast for

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 


Trade conditions on the whole have been quiet, but show 
signs of improvement in those Colonies, where the reaping 
of the sugar and cocoa crops is being carried on, report 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 

In Barbados weather conditions have been favourable for 
the crops. Sugar grinding has begun on many of the 
estates and a heavy return of cane is reported. It is an. 
nounced that the two molasses Bills which were recently 
introduced into the House of Assembly, viz.: The Fancy 
Molasses (Exportation) Bill and The Fancy Molasses (Open 
Tayche) Exportation Bill, have not been passed, the former 
Bill being thrown out on the second reading, while the 
latter Bill has been withdrawn by the Attorney-General, 
The tourist season opened on January 18 with the arrival 
of the s.s. ‘‘ Duchess of Bedford.’’ Ten tourist ships are 
booked to call up to the end of March next. 

Latest reports from Trinidad, dated January 27, stated 
that the rains were still continuing; in the south of the 
island conditions have not been quite so unfavourable, but 
in the centre parts the land is flooded in many places and 
thoroughly waterlogged in others. Cocoa picking and reap- 
ing of the new sugar crop are in full swing, but operations 
are being conducted under somewhat difficult conditions 
owing to the unfavourable weather. Cultivation of citrus 
fruit continues to be extended, more particularly grape 
fruit and limes. 

Weather conditions in Jamaica have been favourable for 
the reaping of the 1931-2 sugar crop, which is now fairly 
general. The demand for bananas continues to show a 
slight improvement. Unrevised figures give the total ex- 
ports of this fruit during the year 1931 as 22,287,242 stems, 
as against 24,596,585 stems in the previous year. 

Prospects in British Guiana for the coming spring sugar 
crop are promising owing to favourable weather conditions. 
The rice market has continued to be very active; shipments 
during December amounted to 34,450 bags, and sales of 
about 12,000 bags were made during the first fortnight in 
January to some of the West Indian Islands. Exports of 
gold for the year 1931 amounted to 16,519 ounces, con- 
pared with 5,057 ozs. for 1930. It is reported that large 
numbers of miners are returning to the gold fields. 


CANADA 
ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS AND BULLION 
SALES 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its 
corresponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada, that during December last 
441,032 short tons (of 2,000 lbs. each) of ore were milled at 
gold mines in the province of Ontario and that crude bullion 
marketed during the same period was valued at 3,906,467 
dollars. 


APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
February 4 and 10, 20,600 barrels and 2,400 boxes of Cana- 
dian apples were shipped to United Kingdom ports. In 
addition, 4,000 boxes of apples went to Copenhagen. 

The total exports of apples from Canada during the 
current season down to February 5 were 1,335,870 barrels, 
19,519 half-barrels and 501,730 boxes; as compared with 
1,039,842 barrels, 27,764 half-barrels and 1,270,038 boxes 
during the corresponding season of 1930-1. 


NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1931 


The total value of imports into and exports from New 
Zealand during October last was £1,862,231 and £1,735,4%, 
as comparéd with £3,691,583 and £2,445,565 respectively 1 
the corresponding month of 1930, states the monthly 
Abstract of Statistics compiled in the Census and Statistics 
Office, Wellington. The totals for the first ten months of 
1931 were £20,960,260 and £29,004,574, as against 
£37,040,126 and £39,576,645 respectively in the period 
January-October, 1930. 

A slight upward movement in the volume of exports, 48 
indicated by the total declared value, is revealed for October 
last, the figure being 6-3 per cent. ahead of the total for 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


September. No noticeable recovery of trade can be 
assumed as yet, however, as the total is still 29-0 per cent. 
below that recorded in October, 1930, and 26-3 per cent. 
below the average for October for the last five years 
(1927-31). For the ten months’ period of last year, exports 
remained on a level 26-7 per cent. below the experience of a 
similar portion of 1930 and 29-4 per cent. below the average 
for the five-year period. October is always a lean month 
for the export of wool, and during the month under review 
the quantity sent abroad declined by 45-0 per cent. in com- 
parison with a year earlier, while the total value decreased 
by 62:1 per cent. In the frozen meat trade, exports of lamb 
fell away from the September figures, but showed an in- 
crease of 128 per cent. over October, 1930. Mutton, on the 
other hand, showed a decrease of 53-3 per cent. from the 
previous year, although in that year the export of frozen 
mutton was exceptionally heavy during October. Butter 
shipped abroad during the month under review was con- 
siderably less in quantity than in 1930, but only 0-4 per 
cent. less than the five-year average. The value, however, 
decreased by 25-9 per cent. from October, 1930, and by 
20-0 per cent. from the quinquennial average. Compared 
with October, 1930, exports of cheese were down by 39-0 per 
cent. in quantity and 43-1 per cent. in value. Exports of 
both butter and cheese were exceptionally heavy during 
October, 1930. 


Import TRADE 


Substantial restrictions in the import trade were 
evidenced during October last, the total value being 49-6 per 
cent. less than recorded a year earlier. For the cumulative 
period of ten months (January-October) the import trade 
dwindled by 43-4 per cent. as compared with the similar 
period of 1930. The principal causes of the month’s decline 
in imports may be found in the following items which de- 
creased in total value, as compared with October, 1930, by 
the amounts shown :—Motor vehicles, — £163,000; electrical 
machinery, — £138,000; motor spirit, — £72,000; crude 
residual oil, — £71,000; cotton piece-goods, — £64,000; and 
apparel, — £60,000. 


SHIPPING 


Cargo handled during October, 1931, showed a small 
decrease as compared with September, but a decline of 
25-4 per cent. as compared with October, 1930. The cumula- 
tive total for the ten months was 23-7 per cent. lower than 
the 1930. The amount of overseas cargo handled showed 
an increase of 3-7 per cent. over September, but coastal 
shipping was dull, declining by 4-1 per cent. Comparison 
with October, 1930, reveals substantial declines of 27-6 per 
cent. and 23-0 per cent. in overseas and coastal cargo 
handled respectively. The total of overseas cargo for the 
ten months was 23-7 per cent. below a similar total for 1930, 
while coastal cargo declined by 22-6 per cent. over a similar 
period. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
WOOL SALES AND MOVEMENTS 


The Secretary for Agriculture, Pretoria, cables the follow- 
ing information concerning the sales of wool at the various 
Union Ports for the week ended February 20:— 


Port Elizabeth.—Offerings totalled 13,785 bales, of which 
8,380 were sold. East London.—7,120 bales offered and 
3,144 were sold. Durban.—Offerings totalled 10,500 bales, 
of which 9,800 bales were sold. Cape Town.—1,375 bales 
were offered, and 868 bales sold. 


The clean scoured cost ex 
warehouse ruling was 70’s warp 12d., 70’s average 1ld., 
64’s warp 103d., 64’s average 10d., 60’s super 94d., 60’s 
ordinary 9d.; South African currency.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


The Department of Customs and Excise of the Union of 
South Africa announces that the total imports through all 
Union ports for January amounted to £3,151,000, as com- 
pared with £4,672,000 for the corresponding month last 
year. Exports amounted to £6,472,000, compared with 
£6,037 ,000, made up as follows:—Merchandise, £1,251,000, 
against £1,433,000; gold bullion and specie, £4,857,000, 
against £4,459,000; and diamonds, £364,000, as compared 
with £145,000 for January, 1931.—Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas), Pretoria Office. 


CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Trade conditions have shown little change during the past 
month. All types of business are feeling the effects of the 
financial stringency to an increasing extent, with the result 
that substantial reductions in prices for many lines are made 
for cash. Anxiety is apparent regarding the possibility of 
increased taxation in view of the anticipated substantial 
deficit in the Budget and the necessity of obtaining additional 
funds for the higher export subsidies. 


Farming conditions are fairly favourable, but rainfall in 
the interior has been below normal, and stock has fallen off 
in condition. 


The output of gold from the Transvaal during January 
(26 working days) was 936,784 fine ozs., valued at £3,979,205, 
compared with 914,576 ozs. and £3,884,872 in January, 1931 
(27 working days). The native labour supply showed a 
further increase of 4,230. There has been little change in 
the diamond industry. 


Railway earnings from January 10 to February 6 
amounted to £1,654,175, or £237,825 below the estimate. 
Total earnings from April 1 to February 6 were £19,047,962, 
or £2,034,322 below the estimate, compared with £20,979,807 
in the corresponding period of the previous financial year. 


The local maize market remains firm, holders being in- 
clined to demand higher prices. The condition of the crop 
has been improved by recent rains, but is generally 
backward. 


Woot, Sxrvs, Ero. 


Large quantities of wool are arriving at the ports, and 
about 50 per cent. of the offerings at public auction are being 
sold. Buyers’ limits are definitely lower. Competition is 
fairly general, Bradford being most prominent. There is 
active demand for combing bellies and good outsorts, and 
good enquiry for stronger fleeces and lambs’ wool, but little 
demand for super qualities. Unsold stocks on hand at the 
ports on January 31 totalled 187,556 bales. 


The mohair market is still practically stagnant, but a 
little business has been done in locks and seconds at 34d. and 
2id. a pound respectively. 


Sheepskins and goatskins have shown a firmer tendency; 
other classes are unchanged. Hides have improved jd.; 
supplies are limited. 


On the ostrich feather market there has been a slight 
improvement in all descriptions of whites and feminas; 
other sorts are somewhat easier. 


Exports of deciduous fruits continue on a large scale. The 
crop generally is of good quality. Total exports for the 
season are estimated at 2,500,000 boxes, representing 42,000 
tons. 


The position in most manufacturing industries continues 
to deteriorate. Building activity is gradually declining, 
and the outlook is not promising. A slight improvement in 
indenting is reported by soft goods merchants, but only for 
necessities. Retail trade continues to decline, and there are 
complaints of price-cutting.

FOREIGN 
DENMARK 


ACT FOR THE DEFENCE OF DANISH 
CURRENCY 


The following extracts have been made from an Act which 
was passed on January 30:— 


Para. l 


The Minister for Commerce and Industry, after consulta- 
tion with the Exchange Committee of Parliament appointed 
in the Act of September 29, 1931 (suspension of the gold 
standard), is authorised to lay down that assets, securities 
(including coupons), bills, cheques and cash which Danish 
nationals or persons residing or domiciled in this country 
may have abroad must, to the extent that may be considered 
necessary, be transferred to this country, and, in so far as 
they consist of foreign money or effects in foreign currency, 
shall be delivered to the National Bank or shall be sold 
on conditions te be laid down by the National Bank. These 
regulations apply also to effects of the kinds mentioned 
deposited in this country for the account of those affected by 
this Act. 


Para. 2 


The Minister for Commerce and Industry is authorised to 
lay down that import from abroad of commodities and 
securities (including coupons) shall only take place on pre- 
sentation of a certificate issued by the National Bank, to the 
effect that there are no objections to the import from the 
point of view of foreign exchange. 


In any regulations which may be issued in this connection, 
it must be laid down that permission to import shall be 
given and provision for payment shall be made for such raw 
materials and commodities as are essential for the export 
industries and such other industries as provide this country 
with foreign exchange, and that thereafter in the first 
instance care must be taken to provide exchange for raw 
materials and commodities which are necessary for the 
maintenance of domestic production. 


Para. 3 


The Minister is authorised to issue instructions with 
regard to the transfer: and sending abroad of securities 
(including coupons), bills, cheques and cash. 


Pana. 6 


Act No. 286 of November 18, 1931, is withdrawn, but the 
regulations issued in respect of that Act shall be regarded 
as issued in respect of the present Act.

FINLAND 


FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1931 


The British Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors reports 
that the swell in the Finnish foreign trade which has been 
apparent during the autumn continued in November, the 
value of the total turnover being 809 million F. marks, as 
compared with 745-7 million F. mks. the previous month, 
Apart from the month of July, when the total turnover was 
824-2 million F. mks., the trade in November exceeded that 
in any preceding month of the year, but nevertheless was 
only 86 per cent. of the figure for November, 1930, and 
69-3 per cent. for November, 1929. The high figure in 
November is, however, due to more or less occasional reasons, 


The total turnover of foreign trade during the period 
January-November, 1931, was 7,215-6 million F. mks., as 
compared with 9,855-6 million F. mks. and 12,437-5 million 
F. mks, in the corresponding eleven months of 1930 and 1929, 


Although the value of imports in November was larger 
than in any previous month in 1931, exports exceeded im- 
ports by 88-6 million F. mks., so that the remarkably 
favourable balance of trade at the end of October was 
further augmented, being for the first eleven months no 
less than 805-3 million F. mks., or more than in any previous 
year as far back as statistics are available. The following 
survey of imports, exports and balance of foreign trade in 
November and during the period January-November for the 
past three years shows the remarkable change in Finnish 
foreign trade which has taken place.

CENSUS OF DISTRIBUTION: WHOLESALE 
EXPORT AND IMPORT MERCHANTS 


(From the British Embassy) 


WASHINGTON. 

According to the Census of Distribution taken in the 
United States in the year 1929, the results of which were 
recently announced, there were 1,017 wholesale establish. 
ments engaged primarily in the export trade, which reported 
net sales of 1,895,204,760 dollars, or 2-73 per cent. of the 
total volume of wholesale sales of the country. The whole. 
sale import establishments, of which there were 2,337, 
accounted for 2-66 per cent. of the total, with sales amount. 
ing to 1,850,153,061 dols. 


Hence the combined value of the sales of merchandising 
establishments engaged primarily in foreign trade amounted 
to 3,745,357,821 dols. This was considerably less than the 
foreign trade total for 1929; but the difference is explained 
by the fact that direct exporting and importing on the part 
of manufacturers and others were not all included in the 
Census of Distribution. Neither do these figures include 
exports and imports made by regular wholesalers and re- 
tailers. In these classifications are included only those 
wholesale establishments whose principal business was in 
the foreign trade field.

UNITED KINGDOM—CHILE 


MODUS VIVENDI: CLAIMS FOR REFUNDS IN 
RESPECT OF EXCESS DUTIES PAID BEFORE 
OCTOBER 15, 1931 


H.M. Ambassador at Santiago has received from the 
Chilean Ministry of Finance a Note confirming that certi- 
ficates of origin are not required for United Kingdom goods 
covered by the Anglo-Chilean modus vivendi of October 15, 
1931, which were imported between May 22 (the date of the 
Franco-Chilean modus vivendi) and October 15. 


In order to claim any refunds to which they may be en- 
titled in respect of excess duties paid during that period, 
importers are invited to apply either to the Customs House 
through which the goods were cleared, to the headquarters 
of the Customs Service in Santiago or to the Ministry of 
Finance.

BRAZIL—FINLAND 
MOST-FAVOURED-NATION AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Commercial 
Agreement concluded at Rio de Janeiro between Finland 
and Brazil, on November 26, 1931, providing for uncon- 
ditional and unlimited most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Customs matters, has been brought into force by a Finnish 
Decree of January 12. 


Treatment as favourable as that accorded to any other 
country, in respect of duties, charges, rules or formalities, 18 
reciprocally to be applied to the natural produce and manu- 
factured goods of the Parties, on importation from or 
exportation to each other’s territory. 


The provisions of the Agreement are not to apply to advan- 
tages accorded to neighbouring States to facilitate frontier 
traffic, nor to those resulting from a Customs union con- 
cluded by one of the Parties, and Finland further reserves 
the right to grant special treatment to Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania in order to preserve her traditional trade with 
these countries. 


The Agreement is concluded for a period of three years, 
and is thereafter to continue in force indefinitely subject 
six months’ notice of denunciation by either Party.

COMMERCIAL AGREEMENTS 


An Exchange of Notes took place at Rio de Janeiro on 
December 16 last between Brazil and Roumania whereby 
each Party has agreed to grant to the other unconditional 
and unlimited most-favoured-nation treatment in regard to 
all matters of Customs duties, accessory duties, the manner 
of collecting these duties and also in regard to all Customs 
regulations and formalities. 

Treatment as favourable as that. accorded to any other 
country in respect of duties, rules and formalities is to be 
applied to the natural produce and manufactured goods of 
the Parties on importation from or exportation to each 
other’s territory. This treatment is not, however, to apply 
in the case of special favours ssnentad to neighbouring 
States to facilitate frontier traffic nor to those resulting 
from a Customs union. 

The Agreement entered into force on signature and is to 
remain in force indefinitely subject to thirty days’ notice of 
denunciation by either Party. 

An Agreement in similar terms was concluded at Rio de 
Janeiro on December 24 between Brazil and Hungary. This 
Agreement, however, is to remain in force for one year only, 
after which it will be tacitly continued until denounced by 
one of the Parties at three months’ notice. 


GERMANY—CHILE 
PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that, in virtue of an 
Exchange of Notes of December 22, 1931, the Commercial 
Treaty between Germany and Chile of February 1, 1862, has 
been prolonged for a further period of six months until 
June 30, 1932. By a German Decree of January 25 last 
the Exchange of Notes was brought provisionally into force 
with retrospective effect as from January 1. 

In virtue of the Exchange of Notes, Germany guarantees 
to Chile an import quota of saltpetre to the amount of 
48,000 tons for the period from January 1 to June 30, 1932. 
In return, Chile agrées to the prolongation up to the latter 
date of the Commercial Treaty of February 1, 1862, in virtue 
of which Germany is entitled to complete most-favoured- 
nation treatment.

The High Commissioner for Australia is advised that by 
Proclamation published in the Commonwealth of Australia 
Gazette on January 14 the Governor-General of the Common- 
wealth has exempted from the payment of primage duty on 
home consumption—

BRITISH HONDURAS 
TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


The Customs and Excise Duties (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1932, assented to on January 16, validates Resolutions 
passed by the Legislative Council on July 1, 1931, to amend 
oe duties on certain items of the Customs Tariff of the 

olony. 

Under the Resolutions the duty on incubators, brooders, 
poultry feeds and medicines passed as such by the Collector 
of Customs was abolished under the British Preferential 
Tariff and reduced from 20 to 10 per cent. ad valorem under 
the General Tariff, and the duty on refined and unrefined 
sugar was increased from $1 to $1-50 per 100 Ib. under the 
British Preferential Tariff and from $1-50 to $2-50 per

CRUDE PETROLEUM, ETC., EXEMPT FROM 
10 PER CENT. SURTAX

crude petroleum, kerosene and naphtha shall be exempt 
from the surtax of 10 per cent. ad valorem imposed in 
October last on most classes of goods imported into 
Argentina.

CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN GRAIN AND 
FLOUR 


In virtue of an Order, dated February 3 and effective as 
from February 12, the supplementary Customs duty on 
wheat, meslin and spelt (Tariff No. 23) has been increased 
from 4 to 5 kronen per 100 kilogs. and that on rye (Tariff 
No. 24) reduced from 4 to 2 kronen per 100 kilogs. These 
changes automatically involve an alteration in the rates of 
Customs duty on flour and milling products of wheat and 
rye, bread, ships’ biscuits, wheat starch and wheat starch 
flour.

IMPORT LICENCES FOR CERTAIN GOODS

FRANCE 


COAL EXEMPTED FROM “ EXCHANGE 
COMPENSATION ” SURTAX 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of February 23 contains a 
Ministerial Order, dated February 15, which exempts coal 
(Tariff No. 190) from the ‘‘ exchange compensation ”’ surtax 
levied in France on goods from the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries. 


IMPORT QUOTAS: FURTHER PROVISIONS 


Toys and Games.—The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 
February 10 announces that, owing to the exhaustion of 
the quota fixed, toys and games of celluloid, hardened 
casein, bakelite, etc,, may no longer be imported into 
France (except from Germany) until April 1. Those proved 
to have been despatched direct to France before February 10 
will, however, be admitted. 


Butter.—The French ‘“ Journal Officiel ’’ of February 11 
contains an Order, dated February 10, which increases the 
quota fixed for the import of butter during the first quarter 
of the year from 12,000 to 24,000 quintals. The additional 
quantity will be granted to importers who have already 
applied for licences, and it must be imported before 
April 15. 


IMPORT OF WHEAT AND RYE FLOURS 


The French “ Journal Officiel ”? of February 17 contains 
a Decree, dated February 14, providing that a nominative 
and non-transferable licence must be obtained for the import 
into France of wheat and rye flours. A similar requirement 
is already in operation as regards wheat. 


An Order issued under this Decree provides that applica- 
tions for licences are to be addressed to the ‘‘ Comité inter- 
professionel du contréle des importations de blé,’’ rue de 
Bourgogne, no. 60, Paris, which advises the Ministry of 
Agriculture regarding their issue. The first application 
must be supported by certain particulars as specified in the

AND LEATHER WARES

IMPORT SURTAX (VALUATION OF COTTON)

IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


The ‘‘Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for February 17 contains 
a Decree dated February 14, issued under the powers con- 
ferred by the Decree-Law of December 21 (see the “ B.T.J.” 
of January 28, p. 136) prohibiting the import into Italy of: 
fresh or frozen fish ; cotton thread prepared for retail sale; 
woollen and worsted tissues ; and common soap. The prohibi- 
tions do not, however, apply to goods coming from countries 
for which exemption from import prohibitions is prescribed 
by Commercial Treaty or from countries which do not apply 
restrictive measures to the importation of Italian goods.

NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 
(LICENCE FEES, ETC.) 


With reference to the notice regarding the Netherlands im- 
port restrictions in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 18, the Board 
of Trade are now informed that consignments of the goods 
affected by the restrictions (footwear, piece-goods of pure or 
mixed wool, clothing and knitted wear) which were shipped 
to the Netherlands before February 8 will be admitted, 
under Art. 2 (2) of the Decrees, without the licence required 
under Art. 2 (1). 


The fee chargeable in respect of licences has been fixed for 
the first three months of operation of the system at 2 per 
cent. of the declared value of the goods, with a minimum 
of 2} florins per consignment (Art. 6 of the Decrees). 


The Bank guarantee referred to in Article 8 of the Decrees 
has been fixed at 5 per cent. of the value of the goods. 


POLAND 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that by an Order dated February 8, the following 
goods have been added, as from February 11, to the list of 
goods the importation of which into Poland is prohibited 
except under licence, viz. :—

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Consul-General at Bangkok reports, by telegraph, 
the introduction of a revised Siamese Customs Tariff as from 
February 22. The import duty on all articles not specially 
mentioned in the Tariff and not included in the duty-free 
list has been increased from 15 per cent. to 20 per cent. 
ad valorem. Other articles on which the import duties have 
been increased include tea, cigars, tobacco and cigarettes, 
tyres and tubes, arms and ammunition, toys, paper, matches, 
silk manufactures (except yarns), musical instruments and 
jewellery. Articles on which the import duties had been 
reduced include coal, coke and silk yarns. The export duties 
remain unchanged. 


Full details of the alterations to the Tariff will be pub- 
lished as soon as a copy of the new Tariff is received in the 
Board of Trade. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 20-29 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain, has been fixed at 150-33 per cent. 


[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. | 


EXPORT OF POTATOES

SWITZERLAND 


QUOTA SYSTEM: FEES FOR LICENCES 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Febru- 
ary 11 (page 203) respecting the institution of a quota system 
for the import of certain goods into Switzerland, it should 
be noted that the ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of Febru- 
ary 3 contains an Order fixing the fees which must be paid 
in order to obtain licences for admission under the quotas. 
The fees vary according to the kind of goods concerned ; 
in respect of motor cycles and motor tricycles (the only 
United Kingdom products affected by the quota system) the 
fee is 10 francs each. In the event of a licence being 
extended, a further fee of from 2 to 5 francs is payable.

EXPORT OF PHOSPHATES OF LIME 

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’ of February 6 contains 
a Decree, dated January 15, which provides that the export 
of phosphates of lime from Tunis is, temporarily, to be 
subject to licence. 
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Proposed Tariff Changes 


SPAIN 


NEW TAXATION PROPOSALS 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid’”’ for February 14 contains a 
Decree dated February 10 authorising the introduction in 
the Cortes of a Bill to make various modifications in the 
transport tax, the taxes on alcohol and beer, the consump- 
tion and Customs duties on explosives, and the tobacco 
monopoly, and to establish a temporary tax on petrol 
(gasolina). Particulars of these proposals are given below :— 


Transport Tax.—This tax is levied on practically all goods 
imported into or exported from Spain, and there are three 
scales of duties: (a) for coasting trade, (b) for trade with 
Mediterranean and North African ports, and land frontier 
traffic, and (c) for all other trade. It is proposed to reduce 
the rates of the tax on rice, salt, fruits, preserves, cork, iron 
ingots and rails when exported, to exempt exported wines 
from the tax, and also to exempt exported olive oil under 
scale (c). To compensate for the loss of revenue involved, 
the rates of the tax on certain imports are to be increased. 
Thus, the tax, under scale (c), on coal landed in Spain is pro- 
posed to be increased from 2 to 3 pesetas per metric ton ; that 
on cereals from 5 to 10 pesetas per metric ton; that on un- 
specified raw materials from 1} to 3 pesetas per ton; that on 
foodstuffs from 15 to 25 pesetas per metric ton; and that on 
manufactured goods (except newsprint in reels) from 24 to 
50 pesetas per ton. 





Alcohol and beer.—The manufacturing tax on alcohol and 
spirits derived from wine residues is to be increased from 
80 to 100 pesetas per hectolitre by volume, and on other 
alcohols and spirits (than those derived from the distilla- 
tion or rectification of wine) from 110 to 130 pesetas. The 
manufacturing and consumption duty on beer is to be raised 
from 10 to 20 pesetas per hectolitre of liquid. 


Ezxplosives.—The consumption duties which are levied on 
industrial explosives, detonators, fuses, sporting powder, 
cartridges, percussion caps and fireworks, whether made 
in Spain or imported, are in most cases to be increased. It 
is proposed to modify the Customs import duties as follows 
(the duties shown are those of the ‘‘ Second Tariff ’’) :—

PROPOSED STAMP TAX AND LUXURY TAX 
CHANGES 


A further Bill published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 
February 18 proposes to give authority to the Minister of 
Finance to modify the various stamp taxes now in force, 
removing certain anomalies and increasing some of the 
present rates. 


One of the provisions of the measure is that the “ con- 
tainer’’ tax, which is at present levied on all products 
packed in boxes, bottles, jars, etc., bearing an indication 
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of the article in question differentiating it from other similar 
products by its trade name, mark, etc., and sold at a price 
of 1 peseta and upwards, may be extended to cover such 
products of a price of 4 peseta or more. 


Another provision is the proposed establishment of a 
special tax of up to 5 per cent. on articles of luxury, to be 
paid by the purchaser by means of stamps affixed to the 
invoice. 


BELGIUM 


NEW TAXATION PROPOSALS: SUGGESTED 
FURTHER MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notices in the ‘'B.T.J.’’ of

The suggested alterations of the duties on animals and 
meat are not, however, to involve any retrospective claim 
or refund of duties which have been provisionally collected 
since November 27. 


Excise Duties.—A provision corresponding to that noted 
above as regards import duties is proposed in respect of the 
excise duties on medium-grade mineral oils. It is proposed 
to reduce the excise duty on margarine and other artificial 
butters from 30 to 20 fr. per 100 kilogs. 


A further proposal is that the additional excise duty on 
fermented beverages between 12 and 15 degs. should be 
levied only on such beverages when obtained in Belgium 
from dried fruits.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR 
POWER AND VERSATILITY OF BRITISH INDUSTRY 


The Eighteenth British Industries Fair opened on Monday 
morning in London at Olympia and the White City and in 
Birmingham at Castle Bromwich. oa: 

His Royal Highness the Duke of York was the principal 
euest at a Government dinner at the Mansion House, 
London, in the evening, to celebrate the opening of the 
Fair. The Rt. Hon. Walter Runciman, M.P., President of 
the Board of Trade, who in that capacity was responsible 
for the holding of the first British Industries Fair in 1915, 
presided over the gathering. 


THe DvuKE oF YorK’s SPEECH 


The Duke of York, proposing the toast ‘‘ The British 
Industries Fair,’’ said :— a 

‘This is the third occasion on which I have had the privi- 
lege of being present at a banquet on the night of the 
opening of the British Industries Fair. My family, as most 
of you know, have been personally interested in the Fair 
since its very inception. The Queen, in particular, who pays 
her seventeenth visit to the Fair to-morrow, has watched 
with the greatest personal interest its steady growth year 
by year. 

We The Fair may now be said to be one of the leading 
events in our commercial year. And I think its influence 
goes a long way beyond the immediate benefits which it 
affords to British export trade. It is not to be measured only 
by the volume of additional trade which it brings to our 
factories, by the greater volume of employment which it 
creates, or by its gigantic advertisement of British goods, 
British skill, and British enterprise. For me, as, I have no 
doubt, for most of my countrymen here to-night, the Fair 
in these exceptional days has a special meaning. The world 
is facing to-day difficulties and anxieties which impose heavy 
burdens on all of us. The ablest men in the leading nations 
are grappling with problems without precedents to guide 
them. They are bending all their energies to try to find a 
way out. 

‘So far as our own country is concerned, I find in the 
British Industries Fair a reflection of our own British 
attitude towards the present difficulties. To maintain our 
security the burden of taxation on our people has had to 
be increased. Our trade, in common with that of other 
nations, has suffered grievous losses; losses the effect of 
which is felt far and wide beyond those directly concerned. 
Yet, at a time when we are struggling with every kind of 
problem, our national trade fair has opened to-day on a scale 
which would have been thought at the time of the first 
British Industries Fair in 1915 to be beyond our wildest 
dreams. 


Proor or Our Country’s SOUNDNESS 


“The wide range of the high-quality products of our 
heavy engineering industries is shown in those huge build- 
ings at Castle Bromwich, to which, with fine enterprise, the 
Birmingham Fair management have now added three acres 
of new extensions. The beautiful fabrics and piece-goods 
of all our great textile industries are on view at the White 
City, while the fine products of the lighter trades are dis- 
played at Olympia. These things show the power and the 
versatility of British industry: they show what our high 
industrial skill, technical efficiency, and ingenuity can 
produce. 

‘“There is surely proof here of the soundness of our 
country; of the understanding on the part of our manufac- 
turers that the difficulties of to-day are simply the best 
of all reasons for going steadily ahead with the job. We 
must prepare for the day that surely is not far distant when 
we shall see a general revival of trade and prosperity 
throughout the world. The human qualities which have gone 
to make this the great ‘ shop window’ of our Empire are a 
flame that has not been extinguished. It has not even 
burned low; it is still fed by courage, efficiency, and high 
hope for the future, based on a firm determination to over- 
come the difficulties of the moment. 

‘The present difficulties of trade make the British In- 
dustries Fair more important than ever to the manufacturer 
and the buyer. Many countries, owing to the present ex- 
change rates, find themselves able to buy from us to an 
extent which was impossible in recent years. Our great and 
deserved reputation for high-quality production begins again 
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to go hand in hand with our ability to compete in prices, 
and to supply at those prices what the world wants. 


PROMISE OF REcorD ATTENDANCE 


‘‘T am told that there is every reason to believe that the 
numbers of buyers who are likely to visit the Fair this year 
from all over the world will create yet another record. To 
those representatives of oversea business communities 
present here to-night I will frankly say that we shall be glad 
if the success of the British Industries Fair of 1932 eclipses 
its predecessors. We shall be glad because it will help to 
bring additional trade, not only to our country, but to all 
countries; greater prosperity, not only to our people, but to 
all peoples. For there is a deeper reason than pounds, shil- 
lings, and pence for rejoicing over the spectacle of ships 
laden with that merchandise of ours churning the waters of 
the seven seas. 

‘There is one more thing I should like to say. In times 
of anxiety and strain people are tempted to throw over- 
board valuable equipment in order to keep the ship afloat. 
May we not be guilty of sacrificing development schemes, 
staff, plant, the provision of money for necessary advertis- 
ing? Are we not often to blame for failure to call our 
young men to the responsible tasks for which so many of 
them are fitted? 


A PLEA For YouTH 


‘‘T am constantly hearing about the difficulties which 
able and sometimes brilliant young men find in securing any 
sort of employment. As one who is keenly interested in the 
youth of the country, I feel that I have the right to plead 
for them. In any undertaking, in any uphill struggle, their 
strength and vigour and enthusiasm are surely needed. 
They bring to administration and executive work new ideas 
and zeal for work for its own sake. You cannot do 
without them. The country cannot do without them. 
We want their freshness, their outlook and _ their 
courage on our side in the friendly battle for increased 
trade, without which we cannot live. They must be per- 
mitted to play their responsible part in the world of affairs. 
May I appeal to every employer throughout the country to 
try to give employment to these young men, who, if they 
get a chance now, will in future years take their place as 
leaders in British industry. 

‘* With the toast I couple the name of the President of 
the Board of Trade—Mr. Runciman. He is shouldering a 
heavy and responsible task in these days of anxiety, but I 
know I am expressing the feelings of you all when I[ say we 
realise that no more competent man could be found for this 
position, and we wish him success in the great task which 
he has undertaken.’’ (Cheers.) 


Mr. RuNcIMAN ON THE Farr’s GrowTH 


The President of the Board of Trade, in his reply, said :— 
‘‘ It gives me great pleasure to say, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment and all those concerned with the Fair, how much we 
appreciate the presence of your Royal Highness at this 
banquet, and to express our thanks for the inspiring speech 
to which we have been privileged to listen, and may I be 
allowed to say how grateful I am for the kindly reference 
which your Royal Highness has been so good as to make to 
myself. 

“It would be hard to exaggerate the encouragement 
which is given to all concerned by the great personal in- 
terest which their Majesties the King and Queen, and every 
member of the Royal Family, continue to show in the Fair. 
We admire the energy with which the Queen reviews the 
British Industries Fair from year to year. (Cheers.) 

‘‘ We are glad to welcome to-night our distinguished over- 
sea guests and to see assembled here so many important 
business men from so many countries of the world.” 

The measure of the growth of the Fair is shown by the 
fact, added Mr. Runciman, that the Fair of 1932 will com- 
prise an area of actual exhibition space well over six times 
the space accupied by the first Fair held at the Royal Agri- 
cultural Hall, Islington, in 1915. ‘‘ I am told that the total 
frontage of the stands in all sections of the Fair will amount 
to about 16 miles, a fact from which the boot and shoe 
sections of the Fair will derive particular satisfaction. This 
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vear there will be no fewer than 2,300 exhibitors, as com- 
pared with under 600 in 1915. 

‘““The section of the Fair at the White City, in which 
Lord Derby takes so great a personal interest, will for the 
first time represent comprehensively all branches of the 
British Textile Industry, with the welcome addition of the 
Artificial Silk Industry, which has abandoned its own sepa- 
rate exhibition and succumbed to the comprehensive pro- 
cess of rationalisation. It is the largest exhibition of tex- 
tiles ever held. Lord Derby has sent us a cordial message 
which I shall hand over to the Press. 

‘‘At Castle Bromwich there will be new sections for 
mining, quarrying, and road-making plant, oil, and cycles 
and motor cycles, while the furniture section at Olympia 
has in one year increased its size by 50 per cent. I should 
like to urge visitors to make a point of seeing the compre- 
hensive variety of products shown in the Empire Marketing 
Board exhibit, in which, in addition to this country, the 
Dominions, India, and a number of the Colonies are taking 
part. 

A ‘‘ Ten Days’ WonpDER ”’ 

‘‘The ten days’ wonder of the Fair is the result of a 
vear’s hard work. Associated in this work are thousands 
of exhibitors; Government officials at home and abroad who 
are too seldom thanked; the civic authorities in Birming- 
ham; that most industrious Textile Committee in Man- 
chester; the British Chambers of Commerce; the British, 
foreign, and Empire Press; the British Poster Advertising 
Association, who have so generously given space on their 
hoardings throughout the country; British and foreign rail- 
way, steamship, and airway companies, who have this year 
co-operated in giving overseas buyers from Europe the valu- 
able benefit of special travel facilities; many commercial 
and industrial bodies at home and abroad, to say nothing 
of those public-spirited people who give their time and 
ability to serve on committees of advisers. To all of them 
we offer our thanks. 


TRADE WITH THE EMPIRE 


‘* May I say one word to the exhibitors in the Fair and to 
British manufacturers generally? Some of you know that 
there is to be a British Empire Economic Conference at 
Ottawa in July. At this Conference we shall endeavour to 
extend trade between this country and the various com- 
ponent parts of the Empire. But highly as we prize the 
privileges we enjoy in the markets of our kinsmen and 
fellow Britons beyond the sea and the extension of their 
opportunities here, we are also anxious not to lose any 
opportunity of strengthening our trade relations with 
foreign countries, many of whose representatives ure 
gathered here this evening. I am told that the most recent 
expressions of the policy of his Majesty’s Government have 
awakened in the minds of our foreign friends a somewhat 
lively interest. Let me assure you that we wish to cultivate 
greater freedom of intercourse between nations, which I 
firmly believe to be the only permanent solution of the 
world’s commercial ills. 


GOVERNMENT HELP FoR TRADE 


‘* But at present the world is in the very early stages of 
convalescence, and in times like these it is the duty of every 
trader to make the most of such opportunities as come his 
way. The Government cannot sell his goods for the trader. 
That he must do himself. But there are certain forms of 
help which they can legitimately give. The Department of 
Overseas Trade, with its home and overseas services is one. 
The Export Credits Guarantee Scheme is another. Both 
have to my certain knowledge been the means of bringing to 
this country many large orders which would otherwise have 
been lost. Yet almost every day I receive evidence that 
many firms engaged in the export trade have never even 
heard of these offices, still less made use of them. 

‘““As His Royal Highness has truly said, the difficulties 
and anxieties which the world is facing to-day impose heavy 
burdens on us all. But signs of hope and encouragement are 
not absent. One such hopeful sign is this great and growing 
Fair, the opening of which we celebrate to-night.”’ 

Major John Colville, M.P., Secretary to the Overseas 
Trade Department, proposed the health of the Lord Mayor. 
He mentioned that three times as many oversea buyers had 
visited the Fair as on the corresponding day last year. 

The Lord Mayor briefly responded.

ing High Commissioner for Newfoundland, and the Netherlands, 
Uruguayan and Venezuelan Chargés d’ Affaires, the Lord Mayor 
and Sheriffs of London, the Lord Mayor of Birmingham, and 
many leading representatives of political, commercial and indus- 
trial life at home and overseas. 


THE DUCHESS OF YORK AT TEXTILES 
EXHIBITION 


Her Royal Highness the Duchess of York visited the 
British Textiles Exhibition, the Textiles Section of the 
British Industries Fair, at the White City on Monday 
afternoon. 

She was received at the Uxbridge Road entrance by Lord 
Stanley, on behalf of his father, the Earl of Derby, the 
President of the Exhibition (who is in India), Sir Edward 
and Lady Crowe and by officials of the Exhibition, and then 
proceeded along the half-mile of stands arranged in eight 
halls and forming a continuous street of exhibits, to the 
Fashion Theatre, where she watched a parade of fashions, 
During her visit a record had been established for the first 
day’s attendance of oversea buyers. 


THE QUEEN AT OLYMPIA 


Her Majesty the Queen, accompanied by the Duke and 
Duchess of York, the Princess Royal, and Prince George, 
visited Olympia on Tuesday morning. 

Arriving at the National Hall entrance at 10.30 a.m., the 
Royal party were received by the Rt. Hon. Walter Runciman, 
President of the Board of Trade, Major John Colville, 
J.P., Parliamentary Secretary to the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, Sir Edward Crowe, K.C.M.G., Comptroller- 
General of that Department, and Mr. Claude Taylor, Secre- 
tary of the British Industries Fair. 


A detailed inspection of the exhibits, lasting some three 
hours, left Her Majesty with much that she still desired to 
see, and she therefore paid a second visit to Olympia 
yesterday morning. 

On Friday Her Majesty will visit the Textiles Exhibition 
at the White City. 

To-day H.R.H. the Prince of Wales will visit the Heavy 
Industries Section of the Fair at Birmingham, where, on 
Tuesday, a luncheon was given by the Lord Mayor to 340 
representatives of civic, commercial and industrial activities.

Water Power Resources of Canada (Bulletin No. 1578). 


The Dominion Water Power and Hydrometric Bureau of the 
Department of the Interior has issued its annual review of the 
water power resources of Canada, developed and undeveloped, 
as at January 1, 1932. The Bulletin comprises eleven pages, 
including four tables and a diagram showing the growth of 
Canadian water power development from 1900 to date. 


The total water power resources of the Dominion, which are 
now estimated to be 20,347,400 h.p. under conditions of 
ordinary minimum flow, or 33,617,200 h.p. ordinarily available 
for six months of the year, will provide on the ordinary com- 
mercia] basis for a hydraulic turbine installation of about 
43,700,000 h.p. The present hydraulic installation is 6,666,337 
h.p., of which 541,325 h.p. was installed during 1931.

GALLANTRY AT SEA 
THE KING’S RECOGNITION 


His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of 
Trade, to award the Bronze Medal for Gallantry in 
Saving Life at Sea to William Raymond Smailes, 
District Officer of Coastguard, Peterhead; Frank 
Shelley, Coastguardsman, Collieston; and Thomas 
Walker, John Henderson and John Robertson, 
members of the Life-Saving Apparatus Company at 
Collieston. These awards have been granted in recog- 
nition of services rendered in connection with the 
rescue of the crew of the steam trawler ‘‘ Nairn,”’ of 
Aberdeen. 


In addition, the Board of Trade have awarded a 
piece of plate to District Officer Smailes in recognition 
of the leadership and initiative displayed by him. 


The steam trawler ‘‘ Nairn,’’ of Aberdeen, carrying a 
crew of ten hands went ashore at Broadhaven, near Collies- 
ton, soon after 10 p.m. on December 2, 1931, during a 
south-easterly gale accompanied by heavy rain and very 
heavy seas. The Collieston Life-saving Apparatus Company, 
with life-saving gear, reached the top of a cliff, about 150 
feet high, abreast of where the ‘‘ Nairn ’”’ had stranded, 
at 11.20 p.m. From this position four rockets were fired, 
but efforts to establish communication with the wreck were 
unsuccessful owing to the force of the wind. 


W. R. Smailes, District Officer of Coastguard, Peterhead, 
then proceeded down the cliff to a ledge where he was 
joined by F. Shelley, Coastguardsman, and T. Walker, J. 
Henderson and J. Roberston, members of the Life-saving 
Company, with the rocket gear and a powerful acetylene 
lamp. Great difficulty was experienced in setting up the 
gear on the ledge owing to the limited space; but eventually 
communication with the ‘“‘ Nairn ”’ was effected by means of 
a rocket. 


While the life-saving gear was being hauled out to the 
wrecked vessel by her crew, Smailes, Walker, Henderson and 
Robertson climbed on to some intervening rocks to prevent 
the gear becoming fouled. On three occasions, however, the 
gear was caught in the rocks; and each time it was cleared 
by Smailes, who was assisted down to a lower outer ledge and 
supported by Walker and Henderson, these operations being 
facilitated by the light from the lamp which Robertson had 
carried, through seas, to an outer rock. The life-saving 
gear was then secured on board the ‘‘ Nairn” and het 
crew were safely landed by the company by about 3.15 a.m. 


In clearing the fouled gear, Smailes, Walker, Henderson 
and Robertson incurred considerable risk, as the rocks over 
which they climbed were very slippery and were being swept 
by violent seas, while the strong wind and the darkness 
added to the difficulties. Coastguardsman Shelley also 
incurred grave risk in climbing, alone, up and down the 
cliff to convey messages between the party on the rocks and 
the remainder of the Life-Saving Company on the cliff top
